EPISCOPAL CONVENTION

Triennial To Be Held In
St. Lcuis.

I'he (Hth triennial general conven
tion of the Protestant Episcopal
Church' will be held this year in St.

opening Wednesday. October
11. This is the first time in its history
that this satin ring has been held west
of the BsslBSippi. An outstanding
(Mature of this Convention will lie the
cvlchraliqo of thu 5"th anniversary
of the election to the episcopate of
Bishop Tattle. 'of Missoiri, the oldest
bishop of the American church.

Each of the OS dioceses lias already
iected four clerical and four lay depu

ties; the ?3 missionary districts have
chosen Until one lay and one clerical
leputy; and the lo foreign Jurisdict
ions will each have a representative.

In addition to these GOO clerical and
lay deputies, 122 bishops will be pres
ent.

The convention sits as two houses.
the bouse of bishops and the house of
deputies eaih having u veto upon the

laws for the Protestant Episcopal
Church. Legislation takes the form of

houses number 36.

Among the Important subjects now
under i onsiduration hy these bodies
are the relation of the Episcopal
Church to other Christian eoiuinun
ions; revision and enrichment of the
prayer book; Christian education; the
divorce problem: missionary organiza
tion; the election of n bishop for ne-

groes in the (falted States; and an
adequate pension system for the
clergy.

Roth houses of the convention will
meet in the Moolah temple, the ses-

sions of the house of deputies being
open to the public. For the past few-

years there has been a growing aglta
tii ii against the exclusion of the press
and public from the sessions of the
house of bishops. A proposal to
throw open the proceedings was do
fented by a very narrow majority at
the last general convention in New
York, but there Is every reason to bo
Iteve that it will be si: ci ssful tills
yea.v
